“Russia with its resources and 
under goad of competitive secrecy 
will not be long behind,” 

“Britain will take about ten 
years unless plans ure made and 
money provided for a large-scale 
diversion of industrial effort and 
man-power.” 

Urging provision in the British 
Government’s Budget of ten mil- 
lion sterling annually ‘as direct 
subsldy to atomic work", Calder 
suys that this sum is “chicken 
feed” compared with the five hun. 
dred million sterling the United 
States spent on the preparation of 
the atom bomb. 

“When primary production 
plants are available in Britain two 
or three more years will be.requir- 
ed for research and development 
and uo further two years ot lens 
before commercial atom engines 
will be available,” he declares, 

DEEP CONCERN 

“British scientists who are 
closely involved in all this are also 
deeply concerned gt the prospect 
of having to walt for four or five 
years for the British output of 
sufficient quantitics of material 
required to extend the application 
of their researches. They are also 
afrold that “economy of effort” 
and “military necessity” will make 
tho industrial development a by- 
product of military development of 
the atom bomb.” 

Calder says that the possibilities 
of the atomic engines are already 
well known. There was already 
an elementary atomic engine in the 
“atomle pile’ being used in 
Ameriéa to produce the artificial 
element of “plutenium” for the 
bomb. Industrial use of atomic 
energy did not depend upon the 
disruptive force represented by 
the atom bomb. 

NOT EXPLOSIONS 

“The Queen Mary will not be 
propelled across the Atlantic by 4 
series of explosions. In fact you 
cannot have an atomic explosion 
smaller than that which wrecked 
Hiroshima. Tha energy can be 
controlled as an agency for pro- 
ducing heat on a scale and at tem 
peralures never before achieved.” 

Expressing the hope that pre- 
sent discussions between tho Bri- 
tish, American and Canadian 
Governments may produce an 
international cooperation in indus- 
triallsing the atom energy, Calder 
adda: “If there ts a common and 
universal effort under: proper safc- 
guards and direction, the atomic 
project will produce fantastic re- 
turns within the guneration.”— 
Reuter. .

Mr. Byrnes acknowledged 
receipt of majority of the 
ratificctions, including those 
of the Big Five — Britain, 
Sovict Russia, China, 
France and the Onited 
States.—Reuter.

England 


London, Oct. 25. 
A fierce wind with gusts reach- 
an hour swept 
across England to-day, smashed 
buildings, crumbling sea walls 
along the English Channel and 
causing at least one death. 

Channel shipping was paralyzed. 

In London, a 200-foot television 
tower collapsed, crushing = six 
houses, but without casualties.— 
Associated Press. 

Thero were some rough weather 
reports:

Deal: A score of vessels of all 
nationalities and sizes rode oul 
the gale off Deal. Thousands of 
tons of shingle carried away by 
the scans pounding tho seashore. 

Isle of Wight: It is feared that 
there may bo flooding along the 
coast in the Solent. 

Hastings: Windows in exposed 
positions were ehattered in onc 
flerce gust cstimated at nearly 100 
miles an hour. 

Brighton: Mines are odeing 
washed up along tho coast and dis- 
posal squads stood by. 

In ono terrific gust of wind a 
160-foot television mast crashed on 
a row of houses in Bisham Gar- 
dens, Highgate. Several roofs 
wore smashed but the mast did not 
penetrate very for into the upper 
rooms. _It is thourht nobody was 
hurt.—Reuter. :

JOE STALIN 


Rumours about the health of 
M. Joseph Stalin appear to be 
without foundation. Which is 
an excellent thing. Relations 
between Soviet Russia and her 
allies of the war have deterior- 
ated so seriously that M. 
Stalin’s disappearance from 
the Russlan political stage just 
now would be little short of 
tragic. For Stalln is one of 
the few survivors of the old 
Bolsheviks whose characteristic 
has been an international out- 
look. His past associations are 
Ukely to attach him more close- 
ly to the idea of collective 
security than could be expected 
of a successor thrown up by the 
Red Army. That he is funda- 
mentally 1 man of peace is also 
contended by the Senator 
Claude Pepper who, after a re- 
cent Interview, wrote: “One 
feels, after talking with him, a 
new assurance of his desire to 
join with the United Nations in 
building a better world.” An- 
xious that the mistakes made 
after World War | should not 
be repeated, Russia evidently 
is bent on long-term severity 
against Germany and Japan, 
and for the former specifically 
recommends that she should be 
deprived of the Ruhr, whence 
her fighting potential has al- 
ways been derived. How far 
the Western Allies agree about 
this is not clear. But that 
their attitude about Nazism re- 
mains healthy was refreshingly 
shown by Gen. Patton's recent 
dismissal. Had his fine record 
as field commander enabled him 
to have his way politically in 
Bavaria, there would have been 
cause for further mistrust be- 
tween Russia and the Western 
Powers. Incidentally, cause for 
More reassurance was provided 
yesterday by announcement of 
Soviet ratification of the Unit- 
ed Nations Charter, thus bring- 
ing the World Organisation into 
being. There are, in fact, addi- 
of continuity in 
vision and right judgment, dis- 
cernible despite so much that be- 
wilders or disturbs. Once the 
initial shock of the clash has 


‘worn off, perhaps the breakdown 


of the Foreign -Mintsters‘-Coun= 
cil will prove less harmful than 
has been feared. Earlier in 
the war, o suggestion received 
favour that formal peace tren- 
ties might with iva 
deferred for some years. Ad- 
mittedly, in the meantime, acute 
difficulties might develop, but 
there is no danger of Japan’ or 
Germany rising again merely 
because the Allies find them- 
selves with incompatible poli- 
cies, and it would be absurd to 
think that the Allics themselves 
could have cither the energy or 
the inclination to fight-one an- 
other. If major calamities are 
avolded, it may be found, after

Aberdeen dockyard was found 
in good condition. and had 
actually been enlarged by the 
Japanese.

So 
much work was accomplished at

KOWLOON DOCK

Within a week of taking over 
the station, naval radio statfs 
had re-equipped it) with the 
latest’ transmitters and contact 
was made with Admiralty.

Mr. Joshi said: “If all coun- 
tries where conditions are less 
advanced are to be brought into 
line with thoso which are more 
advanced this organisation 
should make a planned  pro- 
gramme in cooperation with 
national governments so that in 
five years time—at the least in 
ten years time—we shall have 
been able to show substantial 
progress. We might even be 
able to show that equalisation 
of conditions can be achieved.” 

Mr. Joshi severely criticised 
the lack of progress of the In- 
ternational Labour Organisa- 
tion in improving labour con- 
ditions in India, 

“During the last 26 years the 
International Labour Organisa- 
tion has not made any pro- 
gress in improving real wages 
in Indian. Wages have increas- 
ed sometimes when the coat of 
living has gone up but wages 
have never kept pace with the 
increase in the cost of living. 


IN 26 YEARS 


“During the last 20 years 
hours of work have been re- 
duced from 12 hours a day be- 
fure 1919 to 64 hours week and 
ten hours a day but I feel that 
26 years is long enough to bring 
India’s hours of work to 48 
hours, which is the convention 
passed by this conference. 

“During the last 26 years we 
have not made progress, if you 
take the country as a whole, in 
giving workers improved 
houses. What little progress we 
have made can be counted as 
affecting about four to five 
million workera out of a total 
of cight million wage carners in 
the country. 

“The workers of India are 
anxious not to be a drag on the 
progress of the world, We are 
therefore anxious that  con- 
ditions in India should be the 
same 4s those in more advanced 
countries.”"—Reuter,
